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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Philadelphia  Tract  and  Mission  Society  has  again  resumed 
the  great  and  good  work  of  giving  to  the  peopjj^f  the  city  a 
Monthly  Tract,  founded  on  the  word  of  God.  It  is  now  a  year 
since  the  work  has  been  revived,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  to  the 
Christian  public,  that  now  it  has  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  Dis¬ 
tributors,  employed  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  circulating  evan¬ 
gelical  truth.  The  city  is  divided  into  three  districts,  the  South¬ 
eastern,  North-eastern  and  Western  portions.  These  are  under  the 
care  of  three  superintendents.  The  Distributors  are  mostly  female 
members  of  our  churches,  who  have  taken  hold  of  this  work  with  a 
commendable  zeal,  and  we  trust  to  continue. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  are  not  only  to  meet  the  destitution 
of  this  large  city,  in  supplying  reading  matter,  but  to  gather  chil¬ 
dren  who  do  not  attend  any  Sabbath  School,  into  such  schools  as 
their  parents  or  Distributors  may  think  best  to  direct  them  to. 
Also,  when  it  can  be  done,  to  persuade  people  who  do  not  attend 
public  worship,  to  go  to  the  house  of  God.  When  a  family  is 
found  without  a  copy  of  the  word  of  God,  this  Society  supplies 
them,  if  they  are  nut  able  to  purchase  one.  When  persons  are 
found  who  are  personally  interested  in  their  salvation,  to  direct 
them  to  the  instruction  of  one  of  our  pastors,  or  some  friend  who 
may  be  able  to  give  them  all  the  advice  their  case  demands.  When 
cases  of  distress  arc  found,  we  endeavor  to  relieve  temporal  wants 
as  far  as  it  may  be  done,  by  obtaining  assistance  from  the  Home 
Missionary  Society.  ^Ve  distributed  forty-seven  thousand  Tracts 
in  December  last,  and  expect,  as  the  number  of  Distributors  in¬ 
crease,  to  extend  our  circulation. 

We  lay  before  our  readers  a  few  facts  lately  brought  to  our 
notice,  showing  the  good  results  of  Tract  distribution  :  One  of  our 
city  pastors  related  the  case  of  a  woman  who  stopped  at  his  church 
one  day  to  look  in,  as  there  was  some  work  going  on  inside;  he 
gave  her  a  Tract ;  she  took  it  home,  read  it,  and  gave  it  to  her 
husband,  who  had  not  been  in  church  for  some  years ;  he  read  it, 
and  was  led  to  the  house  of  God,  and  subsequently  joined  the 
church.  Also  a  man  who  was  engaged  with  him  in  work  read  it. 
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and  was  led  to  clinrcli.  The  wives  of  these  two  men  have  become 
Tract  Distributors,  thus  showing  that  much  good  flows  from  a 
single  Tract. 

Tracts  have  been  left  at  our  hospitals  for  the  sick  and  wounded. 
In  one  of  the  hospitals,  after  having  left  Tracts  there  for  some 
months,  on  leaving  the  guard  at  the  gate,  he  stated  that  he  had 
been  reading  ^  Tracts  left,  and  together  with  two  others  he  went 
to  church,  aurT  signified  his  intention  to  lead  a  new  life.  The 
words:  “Ye  shall  seek  me,  and  find  me  when  you  search  forme 
with  all  your  heart,”  were  left  with  him. 

INCIDENTS  AND  EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  VISITORS. 

A  Distributor,  on  her  first  visit,  found  the  family  of  a  soldier  in 
distress,  the  father  not  having  been  home  for  seventeen  months, 
and  with  nothing  to  support  a  wife  and  five  children.  On  entering 
tlie  house  she  found  one  of  the  children  dead,  another  sick,  and  the 
mother  in  trouble.  She  made  the  case  known  to  the  agent  of  this 
Society,  who  presented  the  case  at  one  of  the  meetings  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  city  Church  ;  the  result  was,  that  a  collection  was  taken 
up  and  sufficient  money  raised  to  enable  the'  mother  to  bury  the 
child,  and  have  a  balance  to  aid  her  in  taking  care  of  the  others. 
She  recpiested  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  her  house,  which  will  be 
done.  IMany  cases  of  destitution  among  children  for  the  want  of 
shoes  and  under  clothing,  to  protect  them  from  the  severity  of 
winter,  are  reported  l»y  the  Tract  Distriljutors. 

A  person  reports  a  cripple  for  six  years,  confined  to  her  room, 
and  not  able  to  walk  or  use  her  hands,  from  I’heumatism,  was  vis¬ 
ited  and  found  happy  in  mind.  She  is  a  member  of  one  of  our 
churches,  and  was  a  wanderer  from  G-od,  but  now,  through  afflic¬ 
tion,  brought  nigh  to  Him.  Her  husband  was  killed  in  this  war. 

A  young  soldier,  after  tending  one  of  our  weekly  Sabbath  eve¬ 
ning  meetings,  stopped  at  the  Tract  House  and  left  five  dollars,  and 
became  a  Tract  Distributor. 

iSlany  cases  of  want  have  been  relieved,  through  friends  and  the 
Home  IMissionary  Society.  Coal  has  been  supplied  to  soldiers’ 
widows  and  wives,  and  the  children  gathered  into  our  schools. 

A  number  have  been  found  destitute  of  the  Bible,  and  supplied. 
We  trust  the  churches  will  continue  to  take  an  increased  interest  in 
this  truly  noble  and  godlike  work,  and  give  us  all  the  help  neces- 
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sary  to  enlarge  our  operations  and  circulate  Tracts  over  the  entire 
city. 

“  I  have  a  few  facts  which  I  think  will  interest  you,  in  relation 
to  my  Tract  district.  With  the  exception  of  the  very  few  Catho¬ 
lic  families  in  my  district,  they  are  received  so  gladly  that  it  is  a 
comfort  to  be  able  to  go  out  with  them.  I  pray  that  they  may  do 
much  good.  I  am  frequently  stopped  in  the  street  by  persons  say¬ 
ing,  “Please,  mam,  give  me  one;”  and  then  the  thank  you  mam 
Is  it  not  hopeful  for  those  engaged  in  the  work,  that  God  will 
bless  those  leaves  of  life,  and  that  they  may  fall  on  soil  prepared 
by  the  spirit  for  a  full  harvest,  at  no  distant  period  ?  One  woman 
asked  me,  (living  in  the  district,)  if  I  would  not  let  her  have  a 
German  Tract  for  her  mother,  living  in  the  country— that  she  was 
BO  fond  of  reading  them. 

“  Those  who  have  refused  to  accept  of  one,  are  mostly  Roman 
Catholic  servants,  answering  the  bell.  I  generally  slip  one,  next 
time,  under  the  door,  without  ringing.  I  can’t  help  feeling  that 
perhaps  God  will  allow  them  to  pick  it  up,  carelessly  on  their  part.; 
and  by  the  blessing  of  his  holy  spirit  one  word  may  be  blessed  to 
their  everlasting  good. 

“I  hope  I  have  not  tired  you.  I  thought  a  statement  of  these 
simple  facts  might  be  the  means  of  encouragement  for  many  others 
to  engage  in  the  good  work.” 

“While  distributing  my  Tracts  I  stopped  at  the  house  of  one 
man  whom  I  found  in  great  distress,  having  sickness  as  well  as 
poverty  to  contend  with.  His  wife  told  me  that  assistance  would 
be  very  acceptable.  I  endeavored  to  persuade  her  to  go  to  church, 
and  her  children  to  go  to  Sabbath  School.  She  agreed  to  do  so, 
provided  clothes  could  be  obtained.” 

“  Most  of  the  Tracts  received  gratefully — especially  by  German 
families,  who  thanked  us  over  and  over  again.  Some  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  said  they  were  looking  for  us  eagerly,  and  with  a  number 
interesting  conversations  were  held.  Whilst  we  are  engaged  in 
this  apparently  small  work  for  our  blessed  Master,  we  feel  our  own 
hearts  warmed,  and  a  greater  desire  to  lead  souls  to  Jesus :  and  we 
humbly  trust,  as  we  progress  further  in  our  work,  we  may  have 
abundant  cause  for  thanksgiving  in  the  success  which  attends  Our 
efforts. 
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“  Altogetlicr  this  distribution  was  one  of  peculiar  interest  and 
great  encouragement.” 

“  I  feel  pleasure  in  reporting,  that  throughout  my  section,  the 
Tracts  have  hecu  kindly  received.  Among  the  humble  poor,  plea¬ 
sure  and  thankfulness  hav»  been  manifested  on  taking  the  little 
messenger  of  peace.  Interesting  conversations  have  Ijeen  held 
with  jmrsons,  who  appear  to  feel  the  importance  of  seeking  the 
salvation  of  their  souls. 

“In  one  instance,  some  hesitation  was  evinced  by  a  poor  woman, 
who  opened  the  door.  ‘  I  believe  that  my  religion  is  not  the  same 
as  yours,’  she  said,  on  looking  at  the  Tract,  ‘but  I  will  take  this; 
I  suppose  it  will  do  no  harm.’  ‘Certainly  not;  I  know  it  ia 
good,’  said  a  friend,  who  was  standing  Iw,  as  she  hekl  out  her 
hand  to  receive  one  also.  After  some  friendly  conversation  with 
them,  in  reference  to  the  blessed  Saviour  as  the  only  hope  of  sin¬ 
ners,  I  left  them  eagerly  reading  the  sweet  invitation  contained  in 
the  little  Tract,  ‘Rest  for  the  IV'eary.’ 

“Let  us  indulge  the  cheering  hope,  that  the  precious  seed  which 
is  thus  sown  in  our  streets  and  by-ways,  in  our  courts  and  alleys, 
will  yet  spring  up  and  bear  fruit-,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God. 

“  There  is  great  encouragement  to  persevere,  while  we  remember 
the  gracious  promise,  ‘In  due  season  ye  shall  reap,  if  ye  I'aiiit  not.’” 

“  I  find,  in  .going  through  my  district,  that  they  arc  generally 
Irish  Catholics,  very  linn  and  rigid  in  their  own  faith,  and  refusing 
any  intercourse  with  me,  either  in  conversation  or  through  Tracts. 
When  they  found  that  I  was  a  Protestant  they  would  close  the 
doors  ill  iny  face.  In  Cherry  street  I  found  a  soldier  dying,  in 
coiisiiiiiptioii ;  he  cannot  live  more  than  a  iiionth^;  he  is  a  Christian 
man,  and  the  love  of  Christ  liiirns  brightly  within  his  heart.  He 
is  too  weak  to  talk  imn  h,  but  lie  loves  to  have  Cbristians  to  talk 
and  pray  with  him.  lie  has  a  wife  and  two  children ;  they  are  in 
a  destitute  condition,  living  by  faith  in  the  promises  of  God,  that 
he  will  never  forsake  those  who  trust  in  him. 

“I  apiilied  to  the  Ladies  Special  Relief  Society  and  received 
some  assistance,  and  trust  they  will  receive  more.  Can  yon  not  go 
see  him  ?  he  will  be  glad  to  see  yon,  and  perhaps  the  Sanitary 
Commission  will  do  something  to  help  them,  and  relieve  their  pecu¬ 
niary  circunistaiices.  I  also  found  a  child  fastened  up  in  a  house 
all  day.  I  could  not  get  admittance,  so  I  raised  the  window  and 
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talked  with  her.  She  told  me  her  mother  was  out  at  work,  and 
always  locked  the  door  and  left  her  alone  in  the  house.  She  is  a 
very  pretty  child,  ten  years  old  ;  the  neighbors  said  that  her  mother 
was  intemperate.  I  do  pray  that  God  in  his  goodness  and  mercy 
will  take  care  of  all  the  poor  and  destitute  in  this  world,  and  then 
in  his  own  good  time  will  gather  them  all  home  with  the  blest  in 
heaven.” 

“  Looking  unto  Jesus,  I  present  my  report  to  the  Society  for  i 

two  months.  Distributed  200  English  and  50  German  Tracts.  I 
visited  the  prisoners  in  their  little  cells,  talked  with  them  on  the 
subject  of  religion,  read  the  Bible  and  prayed  with  them,  and  was 
very  glad  to  have  a  Tract  to  leave  with  them.  May  God  bless  the 
seed  sown,  is  the  sincere  prayer  of  your  Distributor.” 

“  Visitor  has  regularly  distributed  the  Tracts,  but  has  been 
unable  before  to  render  a  report.  Requires  102  Tracts  for  the 
section — 90  English  and  12  German.  There  are  six  families  who 
refuse  to  receive  them.  One  entire  family  have  been  persuaded  to 
attend  church,  by  furnishing  them  with  a  few  needed  articles  of 
clothing.  The  mother,,  a  widow,  has  been  furnished  with  a  Bible. 

Three  of  the  children  have  been  placed  in  Sabbath  school,  which 
they  attend  regularly. 

“  A  man,  who  is  lying  very  ill,  and  hopelessly  so,  was  induced 
by  the  Visitor  to  see  a  clergyman,  after  a  serious  conversation  with 
him  herself.  Since  learned  that  the  interview  with  the  minister 
was  of  great  service,  and  the  dying  man  seems  penitent — very 
much  changed,  and  is  said  to  be  almost  constantly  in  prayer. 

“  Conversed  with  a  Catholic  woman,  and  induced  her  to  receive 
the  Tracts.  Also  had  two  lengthy  and  admonitory  conversations 
with  a  mother  of  a  family  in  middle  life,  who  has  never  attended  a 
place  of  worship — liave  great  hopes  of  persuading  her  to  do  so. 

She  has  not  yet  consented.” 

“  As  yet  I  have  found  no  cases  of  particular  interest  in  my  dis¬ 
trict;  the  families  are  generally  church-going  people,  and  send 
their  children  to  Sabbath  School.  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
giving  the  tracts  that  were  left  to  young  men  standing  in  groups 
on  the  corners  of  the  streets,  and  could  dispose  of  more  in  this 
way,  if  thought  proper.  I  have  been  told  that  this  was  useless, 
but  as  they  are  always  received  politely,  I  cannot  refrain  from 
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, giving  them  what  may  prove  a  blessing  to  them ;  and  I  do  feel 
great  interest  in  such  persons.” 

“  I  regret  having  nothing  of  any  particular  interest  to  report, 
owing  to  the  many  Jews  and  Roman  Catholics  in  my  district. 
But  the  few  tracts  that  are  made  welcome,  it  is  my  pleasure  to 
offer.” 

“  I  regret  to  report  my  inability  to  visit  last  month,  owing  to  a 
severe  cold,  but  I  believe  I  was  made  the  more  welcome  on  Tues¬ 
day  last,  when  I  presented  du})licates,  as  not  in  one  case  was  I 
refused.  There  are  several  churches  in  my  district,  which  take  in 
all  the  children  on  Sunday,  therefore  none  are  left  for  me.” 

“  In  my  last  distribution  of  Tracts  I  cannot  say  that  I  found 
anything  of  peculiar  interest.  I  believe  all  the  children  attend 
Sabbath  Schools  of  different  denominations,  with  the  exception  of 
one  family ;  the  mother  says  they  would  attend,  if  they  had  suffi¬ 
cient  clothing.  I  have  not  had  any  Tracts  refused  excei)t  by  three 
Catholic  families ;  in  every  other  case  kindly  treated  and  cordially 
invited  back  again.  If  I  do  meet  with  anything  of  peculiar  inte¬ 
rest,  I  will  certainly  let  you  know.” 

“Yesterday,  in  distributing  my  Tracts,  two  changes  had  taken 
place.  One  a  change  of  home,  the  other  of  a  gentleman  who  I 
had  a  conversation  with  during  my  last  distribution,  now  laying 
at  the  point  of  death.  Been  connected  Avith  the  M.  E.  Church 
since  his  seventh  year ;  age  now,  fifty-one.  He  looks  forward  witli 
a  bright  ])rospect  of  gaining  his  great  desire — heaven. 

“  I  asked  my  Catholic  distributees,  if  the  Tracts  do  not  do  them 
good,  to  give  them  to  those  Avhom  they  think  they  will  benefit. 

“  Gave  one  Tract  to  a  soldier  in  the  street ;  reasoned  with  him  aa 
regards  that  life  which  shall  never  end.  One  Tract  at  10  o’clock, 
P.  M.  Gave  a  Tract  to  a  young  man  as  he  was  passing ;  incpiired 
of  me,  ‘What  is  this  for  ?’  I  hope  he  will  find  out. 

“Gave  a  Tract  to  a  soldier  who  has  been  discharged,  standing 
at  the  corner  of  Ninth  and  Chestnut  Streets — a  man  who,  Avhen  in 
his  regiment,  was  uj)  to  all  manner  of  wickedness,  and  noiv  he  is  a 
sufferer — the  effects  of  sin.  I  pray  that  good  may  be  produced  by 
the  Tract.” 

One  of  our  Tract  distributors  in  the  lower  section  of  the  city 
writes :  in  her  visit  through  her  section  she  was  very  coolly 
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received,  and  a  large  number  of  her  tracts  were  tom  before  her 
eyes,  by  that  class  of  people  of  opposite  faith.  She  was  grieved 
at  this,  and  resolved  to  make  it  a  matter  of  special  prayer  to  God, 
which  she  did  ;  and  her  next  monthly  visit  she  said  all  the  Tracts 
she  offered  were  kindly  received  and  promised  to  be  read,  except 
two  persons,  who  politely  refused  them. 

Another  Distributor  states  to  me  that  she  received  the  Tract, 
for  which  she  incurred  the  persecution  of  her  parents,  being  of 
opposite,  or  Catholic  faith ;  finally  compelled  to  leave  her  home, 
but  soon  found  a  friend  in  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  cast  in  her 
lot  with  God’s  people,  the  Protestant  church,  and  is  now  a  faithful 
laborer  in  the  Tract  cause,  holding  prayer  meetings,  visiting  the 
sick  and  dying ;  and  through  her  instrumentality  six  persons  have 
given  evidence  of  their  hopeful  conversion  to  God. 

“Will  you  please  give  the  new  Tract  District  you  had  so  kindly 
selected  for  me  to  the  person  for  whom  you  first  intended  it.  Upon 
a  prayerful  consideration  of  the  matter,  I  have  resolved,  the  Lord 
assisting  me,  to  remain  in  my  own  District,  “through  good  report 
or  through  evil  report.”  My  expressing  a  wish  to  leave  it,  looks 
just  as  if  I  could  not  trust  God,  and  as  if  I  doubted  his  ability  and 
willingness  to  assist  and  support  me  through  all  diffieulties.  Yes, 
dear  friend,  I  will  keep  my  old  District,  and  will  not  “  count  my 
life  dear  unto  myself”  if  I  can  only  be  instrumental  in  God’s  hand, 
in  saving  some  of  those  poor,  deluded,  misguided  ones.  Will  you 
pray  for  me,  dear  brother,  that  I  may  be  faithful,  steadfast,  zealous 
and  diligent  unto  death.  Many  thanks  to  you  for  your  excellent 
advice  and  encouraging  words  during  your  visit  on  Tuesday.  I 
sincerely  pray  that  the  Lord  may  richly  reward  you  for  all  your 
labors  of  love,  and  bless  and  prosper  you  in  all  your  undertakings.^* 


CO^^STITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  Philadel- 
piiTA  Tract  and  Mission  Society,  Auxiliary  to  the  American 
Tract  Society.  Its  objects  shall  be  to  promote  the  interests  of 
evangelical  religion  and  sound  morality  through  the  medium  of 
religious  tracts. 

Art.  2  Any  person  contributing  annually,  not  less  than  one 
dollar  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  shall  be  a  member,  and  entitled 
to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  same  ;  or  liy  the  payment  of  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  a  Life  Member;  or  liy  the  payment  of 
fifty  dollars  at  one  time,  a  Life  Director. 

Art.  3.  This  Society  shall  meet  annually,  on  the  last  Tuesday 
of  September,  when  the  proceedings  of  the  foregoing  year  shall  be 
reported,  and  a  Board,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice  Presidents, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  twenty-live  or  more  Directors  shall  be 
elected,  to  conduct  the  Imsiness  of  the  Society,  and  who  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Art.  4.  This  Society  shall  adopt  the  Tracts  of  the  American 
Tract  Society. 

Art  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  and  Board,  and  prejiare  the  Annual 
Report,  lie  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  and  Board:  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  meetings,  and 
attend  to  all  other  business  belonging  to  the  office. 

Art.  C.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  keep  a  list  of  the  contributors,  pay  all  bills  of  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Board,  on  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  7.  The  Board  shall  annually  elect,  from  their  own  number, 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  Society  during  the  recess  of  the  Board.  The 
Secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  this  Committee.  Three 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 


Art.  8.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  the  funds 
of  this  Society  to  the  purchase  of  Tracts,  either  for  a  depository, 
with  the  necessary  expenses  of  sustaining  the  same,  or  in  a  stated 
and  systematic  general  Tract  distribution  or  otherwise,  and  shall 
have  authority  to  make  donations  to  the  Pai’ent  Society. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month.  They 
shall  have  power  to  fill  their  own  vacancies,  to  enact  their  own 
by-laws,  shall  adopt  measures  for  promoting  the  object  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  by  appointing  committees  and  by  their  own  personal  exer¬ 
tion  discharge,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  business  of  the  Society. 
They  shall  report  their  proceedings  at  each  meeting  of  the  Society; 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Any  member  absenting 
himself  from  four  successive  meetings  of  the  Board,  without  assign¬ 
ing  some  reason  therefor,  shall  be  considered  as  having  vacated  his 
seat  in  the  Board. 

Art.  10.  Societies  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  institution,  by 
annually  contributing  a  donation  from  their  funds  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Society,  and  sending  a  copy  of  their  constitution  and  a  list 
of  officers.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  in  the  Board. 

Art.  11.  All  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

Art.  12.  The  President,  (or  in  his  absence,  any  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,)  at  the  request  of  three  Directors,  shall  call  spe¬ 
cial  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Art.  13.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  unless  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  an  annual  meeting, 
or  at  a  regular  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 
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1.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  following  shall  be  the  order 
of  the  business  : — Heading  tlie  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  ;  unfin¬ 
ished  business;  reports  of  Executive,  Standing  and  other  Com¬ 
mittees  ;  Corresponding  Seci’etary’s  Report ;  Treasurer’s  Report ; 
new  business. 

2.  That  in  addition  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the  following 
shall  be  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  : — Committee  on 
Monthly  Distribution,  Shipping,  &c.,  on  the  Delaware  ;  Canal 
Boats,  &c.,  on  the  Schuylkill ;  Rrisons,  and  humane  institutions. 

3.  Each  of  the  Standing  Committees  shall  keep  a  Book  of  Min¬ 
utes  of  their  proceedings,  in  permanent  form,  the  reading  of  which 
shall  constitute  essentially  their  report  to  the  Board. 

4.  Tracts  for  the  use  of  the  several  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  drawn  from  the  Depository  of  the  Philadelphia  Tract  Society, 
by  order  of  their  respective  Chairmen,  who  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  thereof,  and  report  at  the  next  stated  meetings  of  the 
Board. 

5.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  every  month. 

6.  It  is  recommended  that  the  meetings  of  the  several  Commit¬ 
tees  from  tlie  Board  be  opened  with  prayer. 

R  No  Tracts  shall  be  delivered  for  distribution  to  any  Commit¬ 
tee,  unless  they  agree  to  make  regular  reports  to  the  Board. 

8.  The  several  Standing  Committees  are  authorized  to  call  in 
the  aid  of  other  individuals,  so  far  as  they  find  necessary,  for  the 
disdharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

9.  Tliesc  By-Laws  shall  not  l)e  altered  or  amended  without  the 
concurrence  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members,  at  a  stated 
meeting.
